The North Coast is the fastest growing geographical 
region in California and Marin leads that area in popula­ 
tion and income growth. 
This was revealed in figures released bv the North 
Coast council of the state chamber of commerce, dealing 
with Marin, Sonoma, Lake, Napa, Mendocino, Hum­ 
boldt, and Del Norte counties, 
Statistics released by John S. Watson of Petaluma, 
regional vice president, show that Marin is still a fertile 
field for new* business and industry. 
Marin s population increased 61.8 per cent between 
1940 and 1950 and income rose 540.7 per cent Retail 
sales in the county shot up only 563.1 per cent This in­ 
crease is below that of several other counties which saw 
less expansion in population and income. 
During 1949-50 sales in Marin jumped only 10 per 
cent, slightly below’ the per capita income rise of If. 1 per

cent Four of the other six North Coast counties heat 
Marin in that department 
Steps being taken now’ by San Rafael may well stimu­ 
late future business growth in Marin. 
The city council has prepared an elaborate master 
plan of street improvement and off-street parking areas, 
designed to spruce up San Rafael’s downtown shopping 
area and lure shoppers who would otherwise buy in San 
Francisco. 


Marin’s reputation as a county of homes was also 
borne out by the statistics. 


Since 1940, the population went up 61.8 per cent, 
the number of dwelling units increased by 75 per cent, 
and family units hit 85.9 per cent over 1940. 
This means that there are many new families, 
probably many of them younger couples who came to 
Marin in recent years, who hive not yet begun to produce 


children. Other new-comers may be childess older 
couples. 
The next few years may well show whether the 
county is in for another population spurt when these 
young families begin to raise children. 
Marin’s preponderance of professional, business, and 
skilled workers is reflected bv the boost in individual 
civilian incomes since the pre-World War II years. 
Though prices, figured in terms of dollars, are about 
twice what they were 10 years ago. incomes in Marin 
have more than tripled. Civic and labor groups are now 
busily working to continue this upward trend by attract­ 
ing more industry to Marin. 
Marin’s rural sections have enjosed their share of 
the boom, too. The value of crops and livestock sold in 
1950 hit $12,314,897. 
Though Mai in was second to Sonoma county’s 
$52^47,052, Marin’s per farm figure w’as substantially 


higher. Marin has 434 commercial farms, compared with 
10 times that number for Sonoma. 


A breakdown of the figures shows that Marin farms, 
which tend to be much larger, had average sal« of $30,000 
in 1950, while Sonoma farms averaged only a little over 
$12,000. 


A °rtV pcr Ctm of Marin’s formers took in more than 
125,000 that year. In Sonoma county, only 11 per cent did 
that well.

This road would also tend to les­ 
sen the traffic on Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard, particularly at “com­ 
muter” hours. 
Another improvement calls for the 
extension of California street In Sun 
Valley to Fourth street at the ap­ 
proximate point where San Rafael 
and San Anselmo are joined near 
the Highland shopping center.

CAIRO, Egypt </P>—Rioting Egyp­ 
tian mobs ran wild through Cairo 
today, burning, looting, smashing 
and screaming anti-British, pro- 
Russian slogans. A score were re­ 
ported killed and almost 100 hurt 
in the rioting. 
The new wave of arson and hate 
came as Egypt considered a com­ 
plete break in her relations with 
Britain because of British refusal 
to withdraw from the vital Suez 
Canal zone. 
The move reportedly was decided 
by the Egyptian cabinet because of 
Moody fighting yesterday in Ismai- 
11a, where the British disarmed and 
jailed Egyptian police after a six- 
hour battle.

Morrison told members of Marin 
association his experience at Contra 
Costa is that the taxpayers’ ar¿ not 
always interested in knocking down 
the tax rate as they are in seeing 
that they get full value*for pay­ 
ments. 
‘‘We’ve found that in the long 
range it might be cheaper to spend 
funds for something now rather 
than to watt until the ''future,” he 


pointed out. 
He also advised the Marin group 
not to take a stand Igalnst every­ 
thing because it decreases, their ef­ 
fectiveness with public officials. 
Carlson surprised members with 
a survey the Sonoma organisation 
made of governmental costs in 13 
California, counties. 
"Marin is in good shape,” he said. 
"The survey shows the average per­ 
son in Marin pays $20.16 in taxes 
whereas 'the average in the other 
counties is $36.” 
Speaking for the Marin associa­ 
tion was Ralph E. Murphy, second 
vice president to the group. 
"After serving with the group for 
several years,” he stated, "we find 
we can become most effective by 
watching the public officials and 
being ready to step in when the 
time comes.” 
And that time is right now, 
Supervisor George Whiteley re­ 
sponded. Whiteley counted out 
three important projects currently 
before* the supervisors which should 
have the support or opposition of 
a taxpayers’ group. 
First, he said, is the matter of a 
civil service or a merit system for 
employees. Then, he went on, there 
are questions of a county fair and 
county administrative officer. • 
They all should be looked into by 
the organization, the supervisor 
concluded.

With an endorsement of a street 
that does not run through San Ra­ 
fael, but Is as vital to the correction 
of the San Rafael traffic problem as 
though It were main, street. 
This proposal, part of the county 
master plan, calls for a connection 
northwest of San Rafael from High­ 
way 101 to San Anselmo. Traffic 
on this road would reduce the load 
from both north and south bound 
traffic of Highway 101 to upper Ross 
Valley (Fairfax and San Anselmo) 
now passing through San Rafae.. 
The road would commence from 
Highway 101 at a point opposite the 
junction with Highway 101 of North 
San Pedro road (just north of 
Puerto Suello). The road would cut 
across the unpopulated northwest 
corner of San Rafael taking a "lazy 
S” pattern to San Anselmo at Sir 
Francis Drake boulevard and Sunny 
Hills. This Improvement would be 
under the sponsorship of Marin 
county. 
This road would also tend to les­ 
sen the traffic on Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard, particularly at "com­ 
muter” hours. 
Another Improvement calls for the 
extension of California street in Sun 
Valley to Fourth street at the ap­ 
proximate point where San Rafael* 
and San Anselmo are joined near 
the Highland shopping center. 
The master plan calls for spon­ 
sorship by the county. The route 
would mean better circulation in 


and out of the Sun Valley area and 
possibly would reduce the load of 
traffic on Fifth avenue.

'Blank Check' Given 
Oa Lateral Repairs 
Two major repair jobs, one on the Marin end of the Golden 
Gate bridge and the other on the Sausalito approach to the 
bridge, were approved yesterday by the bridge directors. 
Strangely enough no estimate was given the directors as to 
the cost of either job before they gave their approval. 
, First approved was the Sausalito lateral project. General 
Manager James E. Rickets reported to the board he had taken 
emergency action when the highway4'

near Sausalito city limits slid away 
to the middle line. 
A wooden bulkhead collapsed 
Thursday afternoon during a heavy 
rainstorm, carrying away a portion 
of the road, cracking the pavement 
for nearly 200 feet and dropping 
some portions of it as much as 12 
inches. 
Sufficient of the roadway remain­ 
ed, however, for traffic to proceed, 
one lane in each direction. ^ 
Rickets reported that the work 
done by the district to reinforce 
the bulkhead in October 1950 at a 
cost of approximately $6,000, "had 
been, washed away by the movement 
of the muddy earth.”

Truman Should Practice 
The Economy He Preaches 
of fa ct 


“Government economy** and “Government 
extravagance** are for most of us higly imper­ 
sonal terms. In obr dally lives we rarely have 
occasion to meet face-to-face with cases of 
federal government extravagance, so we find it 
difficult to get all charged up about the need 
for government economy and efficiency. 
Income tax time, of course, is an exception. 
When we make out our returns each year, 
there are a few days or even a few weeks when 
we get mildly enthusiastic about the need for 
economy and efficiency and we, perhaps, think 
a time or two that ‘Washington** might to be 
doing something about the recommendations 
contained in the Hoover report Otherwise, we 
can’t get very excited about the problem. 
But when one of those rare occasions comes 
along that we meet government extravagances 
face-to-face, bow burned up we get. We want 
something done about it right now. 
And that's what h a p p e n e d 
in 
the 
Independent-Journal offices the other day. We 
received—air mail, of course—a package of pub­ 
licity photographs from a U. S. Foreign Service 
public information officer in Vienna. 
“It occurs to us,*’ he wrote, “that your readers 
might be interested in a unique and little 
know n aspect of American life here in Vienna 
behind the iron Curtain, as demonstrated 
during the recent Christmas season." 
"The enclosed story and photographs speak 
for themselves.. 
Any press agent who (1) sends a Christmas 
. item to a Newspaper (via air mail) late in 
January, or 
(2) describes Vienna 
(jointly 
occupied by American forces) as "behind the 
Iran Curtain/* thereby demonstrates why he is 
a press agent instead of a practicing newspaper 
reporter or editor. 
But in a larger sense, surely he must know 
that the likelihood of any American newspaper 
the size of the Independent-Jouraal being able 
.to use the material he submits must be ex­ 
tremely remote—abd that the money expended 
to prepare and send it to all such new spapers 
would far exceed the value (if any) derived 
from the few (if any) printings of it 
What was the cost of the packet sent to the 
Independent-Jouraal? 
First there were four 8 x Id-inch glossy photos 
which could be obtained from a commercial 
photographer here in Marin county at $3.50 
each. That's $14. (Maybe the government can 
do it cheaper in Vjenna, but we doubt it) 
There was 24 cents worth of air mail postage 
plus the cost of the scarce paper involved, in­ 
cluding large manila envelope, accompanying 
letter* etc 
Then there wpre the stenographic cosu;

transcribing the letter, addressing the envelope, 
duplicating the story and picture captions, etc 
Add overhead and pay for writer and public 
information officer and the total cost of laying 
the package down in our office in San Rafael 
is quite considerable. 
And what exactly were the pictures and 
story about? 
* 
They concerned a Christmas party "for 
Austrian and refugee children behind the Iron 
Curtain in Vienna by the wives of American 
personnel on duty in Austria." 


"The program,” of course, "is personally 
sponsored by Ambassador and Mrs. Walter J. 
Donnelly," it said on the back of each photo. 
If this Were the Christmas season, we might 
have been able to publish one of the photos as 
being somewhat newsworthy at that season, but 
now it’s ancient history. 


Aside from its newsworthiness (or lack of it) 
the big question that remains unanswered is, 
"Why should we taxpayers have to foot the bill 
for such expenditures-especiallv when were 
being called upon to help pay the grocery bill 
for a good many unfortunates in distant lands 
and when we're footing the bill for a wa—, Oh, 
No, it’s a police action in Korea. 
Harry Truman would do well to practice 
what he preached to the congress about "false 
economy." 


Odds Are Against 
Relief Chiselers 


People who chisel, or are tempted to chisel, 
on their unemployment insurance in California 
should give a thought to a few statistics. Dis­ 
couraging statistics, that is. 
Records of the State Department of Employ­ 
ment show that of 1100 formal complaints 
filed against alleged chiselers, only three re­ 
sulted in acquittals. The others paid an aver­ 
age fine of $98, plus repayment of the money 
illegally drawn, plus 56 days in the clink. 
There are lots of "fool proof’* schemes de­ 
vised for collecting unemployment insurance 
while also drawing regular wages or a salary. 
But the fool proofing tends to wear off rather 
quickly—as a good flianv of those convicted will 
testily. 
The California syttem covers nearly five 
million people and involves about 135,000 
claims a week. In a project that big it isn’t 
possible to catch every irregularity. But the 
percentage of detection is so high that chiselers 
had best confine their efforts to stone cutting.

Korean War May 
Break Out All Over 
Again Any Day Now

WASHINGTON — The Korean 
war, which most Americans have 
comfortably forgotten, can quite 
easily explode into sharp, renewed 
fighting before very lonfc. That is 
toe meaning, hard, immediate and 
unpleasant, of the increasingly bit­ 
ter exchanges on the prisoner is­ 
sue between toe true» negotiators 
at Panmunjom. 
The issue itself is simple enough. 
The United Nations forces have 
taken approximately 150,000 pris­ 
oners. 
Of these, great numbers 
are South Koreans, conscripted 
and thrust into the line by the 
Communists in the first phrase of 
the war. Other large numbers are 
former Chinese Nationalist soldiers 
impressed to serve in the Chinese 
Communist armies. Literally scores 
of thousands of these unfortunates 
(to not wish to return to their 
Communist masters. 


AFTER THE MOST PROLONG­ 
ED and even agonized considera­ 
tion, the American policy makers 
decided some time ago that they 
could not repeat toe horror at the 
end of the second World War, 
when Russians 
catured by 
the 
Germans were forcibly returned to 
the Soviet Union. Such scenes as 
that at the Alpine railway bridge 
leading into Austria, when nearly 
a thousand of these involuntary 
repatriates flung themselves from 
toe windows of their train into the 
gorge beneath, seemed too terrible 
to be renewed. Hence the U. N. 
negotiators have insisted on pris­

on a voluntary 
basis. 
Any other course, it - Is 
considered, would be tantamount 
to offering human sacrifices. * 
For

leaders, 
however, defection is the most un­ 
thinkable of all the crimes that 
their slave-people can commit. It 
moves them almost to hysteria. 
For example, when C.jsana Kasen- 
kina leaped from the Russian con­ 
sulate in New York, no less a per­ 
son than Molotov himself called 
in the then-American Ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow, Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, and gave vent to one of the 
most violent tirades In the troubled 
history of Soviet-American rela­ 
tions. 
With equal violence, toe 
Communist negotiators at Pan­ 
munjom have insisted on return 
of all prisoners in U, N. hands, by 
force if need be. 


HENCE WHAT LOOKS LIKE a 
hard decision by the Communist 
leaders Is diametrically opposed to 
the hard decision of toe American 
policy makers, who are supported 
by our allies. 
This conflict over 
toe prisoner issue is in fact far 
more serious than toe better-pub­ 
licized problem of the airfields. 
No matter what safeguards are 
provided, the Communists can al­ 
most certainly manage to repair 
the airfields in North Korea, if they 
desire to do so. The real protec­ 
tion against renewed aggression 


after a truce has been signed is 
the readiness of toe this country 
and its allies to treat renewed ag­ 
gression as an act of war, as lndi- 
- cited 
in 
Winston 
Churchill’s 
speech to the congress. And if the 
prisoner issue can be satisfactorily 
settled, a compromise of toe air­ 
field question ought not to be too 
hard to find. * 


THE TROUBLE IS T&AT as of 
today, the prisoner issue does not 
look Hke being satisforily settled. 
But this means, in turn, that the 
interminable 
truce 
negotiations 
are in considerable 
danger 
of 
breaking down tor good and all. 
And if this 
happens, 
full-scale 
fighting in Korea will just as in­ 
evitably begin again. 
What to do in this event is the 
second problem which the Ameri­ 
can 
policy makers 
have 
been 
weighing. Are we to continue with 
the limited war in Korea, as be­ 
fore? Or are we to go all out this 
time, fighting to win a decisive 
victory, and by so doing becoming 
involved in a head-on clash with 
Communist China, and taking the 
risk of war with Russia? 
The 
alternatives are unattractive, to 
put it very mildly. 


ON BALANCE, THE TREND 
seems to be towards the second 
alternative, if only because toe 
policy makers are unhappily con­ 
scious that the American people 
will insist on fighting to win it 
they are required to fight at all. 
It is virtually certain that China 
will be subjected to a strict naval 
blockade if the truce talks end 
and fighting in 
Korea 
begins 
again. And it is also highly prob­ 
able that other, even stronger 
measures, such as air attacks on 
Crflnese cinties and communica­ 
tion lines, will also be taken. The 
State Department 
still 
opposes 
bombing China’s 
cities, on 
the 
ground that it will gain no vic­ 
tory, and solidify China and the 
rest of Asia against us. But the 
Pentagon takes the opposite view, 
and toe Pentagon’s arguments, 
plus the force of public opinion, 
seem likely to overcome the state 
department’s opposition in the end. 
It is nightmarish that this turn 
of events should even be a re­ 
mote possibility. It is nightmar­ 
ish also to feel that the only es­ 
cape from this turn of events may 
be literally to treat scores of thou­ 
sands of prisoners in our hands as 
human sacrifices—a course this 
nation cannot adopt with honor. 
But this is the age of the air- 
conditioned nightmare, and these 
are the choices confronting us. 


FOR THE PRESENT, we may 
hope that the Communist negotia­ 
tors will yield at last, which they 
may well do. But for the future, 
since there is no doubt of the dan­ 
ger hanging over us, President 
Truman would do well to explain 
the position to the country. Then, 
if the worst happens, it will not 
take everyone utterly by surprise.

Common types of depreciable 
property are: Automobiles, used 
for business or partially for busi­ 
ness and partially for pleasure. If 
your car is used for both business 
and pleasure, say 50% business, 
then you should only charge 50% 
of its depreciation. Buildings used 
for business or intome producing, 
but not land. Books and libraries, 
furniture and fixtures, machinery 
and tools, equipment etc., all hav­ 
ing a useful life of more than one 
year and all used in your business 
or profession, or held for the pro­ 
duction of income.' 


Common types of non-depreei- 
able property: Land, including the 
costs of grading, filling, curbs, 
walks, etc„ even if held for the 
production of income. Stocks and 
bonds. Personal property of every 
kind. Depreciation is not allowed 
on your personal automobile, home, 
furniture, etc., but is allowed on 
property used in your business or 
profession, or held for the produc­ 
tion of income. 


After you have determined the 
reasonable expected life of the ar­ 
ticle, then you should determine 
what the reasonable salvage value 
will be if any, The reasonable sal­ 
vage value, if any, ahould be de­ 
ducted from your cost and toe bal­ 
ance of cost then divided by the 
anticipated life of the article This 
is one way to figure toe annual 
depreciation charge.

Canadian Dollars Soon May 
Be Worth More Than Ours 


By SAM i) AW SON 


NEW YORK (JPh-The Canadian 
dollar has climbed to parity with 
the United States dollar at the 
same time that eight other Brit­ 
ish-led nations launch a drive to 
save the shaky pound sterling. 
The financial health of Canada 
compared to others 
under 
the 
British crown or in the sterling 
area is striking enough. 
But in 
Europe many are betting that the 
Canadian dollar will climb to a 
premium over the American dollar. 


THEY CITE AS REASONS: The 
Canadian government is operating 
with a treasury surplus, and the 
American is operating with a 
treasury deficit. Canada is reduc­ 
ing her national 
debt and the 
United States is increasing its 
debt. European and United States 
money is flowing into Canada tor 
investment in Canadian resources, 
such as oil, hydro-electric plants 
and iron ore deposits, and to buy 
Canadian grain, newsprint and 
metals. And some of that foreign 
money is a refugee from the un­ 
stability of toe European economy. 


With toe Canadian dollar at 
parity with ours, it means that 
Americans must pay more ir U. S. 
dollars when they buy Canada’s 
products, but since these are badly 
needed here—especially the news­ 
print, nickel and aluminum—im­ 


ports from Canada will doubtlesa 
stay high. 
Americans are also going to pay 
18’4 cents more a pound for ti n - 
first fruit of the deal that Wash­ 
ington and London made whereby 
England gets steel and we get tin 
and aluminum. 


THE UNITED STATES WILL 
pay Britain 54 
million dollars 
for 44& million pounds of tin at 
Singapore. 
This tin, bought by 
us in Malaya at $1.18 a pound, will 
be worth $121 *4 a pound deliver­ 
ed in New York—the new price 
set by the sole U. S. purchasing 
agent, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., which previously was selling 
the tin to American consumers at 
$1.03 a pound. 
The 54! a million dollars Britain 
gets for its tin will help but won’t 
solve it financial difficulties by 
any means. That is made plain by 
the eight pations who are out to 
save the pound 
Sterling. The 
eight are Australia, New Zealand, 
India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, South 
Africa, Southern Rhodesia and 
England. 
In their emergency program an­ 
nounced the other day, they call 
for increased austerity—meaning 
fewer imports 
from the United 
States and other dollar areas. And 
they plan to seek loans from the 
World Bank and from the United

The Economy He Preaches 
mattbr of fact 


"Government economy*1* and “Government 
extravagance’* are for most of us higly imper­ 
sonal terms. In oür daily lives we rarely have 
occasion to meet face-to-face with cases of 
federal government extravagance, so we find it 
difficult to get all charged up about the need 
for government economy and efficiency.

We 
received—air mail, of course—a package of pub­ 
licity photographs from a U. S. Foreign Service 
public information officer in Vienna. 
“It occurs to us,” he wrote, "that your readers 
might be interested in a unique and little 
known aspect of American life here in Vienna 
behind the Iron Curtain, as demonstrated 
during the recent Christmas season.” 
'The enclosed story and photographs speak 
for themselves.. .** 
Any press agent who (I) sends a Christmas 
. item to a newspaper (via air mail) late in 
January, or 
(2) describes Vienna 
(jointly 
occupied by American forces) as “behind the 
Iron Curtain;” thereby demonstrates why he i« 
a press agent instead of a practicing newspaper 
reporter or editor. 
But in a larger sense, surely he must know 
that the likelihood of any American newspaper 
the sire of the Independent-Journal being able 
.to use the material he submits must be ex­ 
tremely remote—ahd that the money expended 
to prepare and send it to all such newspapers 
would far exceed the value (if any) derived 
from the few (if any) printings of it. 
What was the cost of the packet sent to the 
Independent-Journal? 
First there were fbur 8 x 10-inch glossy photos 
which could be obtained from a commercial 
photographer here in Marin county at $3.50 
each, That's $14. (Maybe the government can 
do it cheaper in Vjenna, but we doubt it) 
There was 24 cents worth of air mail postage 
plus the cost of the scarce paper involved, in­ 
cluding large manila envelope, accompanying 


letter, etc 
Then there wgre the stenographic costs: 


transcribing the letter, addressing the envelope, 
duplicating the story and picture captions, etc. 


Add overhead and pay for writer and public 
information officer and the total cost of laying 
the package down in our office in San Rafael 
is quite considerable. 


And what exactly were the pictures and 
story about? 
They concerned a Christmas party “for 
Austrian and refugee children behind the Iron 
Curtain in Vienna by the wives of American 
personnel on duty in Austria.” 


"The program,” of course, "is personally 
sponsored by Ambassador and Mrs. Walter J. 
Donnelly,** it said on the back of each photo. 


If this Were the Christmas season, we might 
have been able to publish one of the photos as 
being somewhat newsworthy at that season, but 
now it’s ancient history.

For example, when O.jsana Kasen- 
fcina leaped from the Russian con­ 
sulate in New York, no less a per­ 
son than Molotov himself called 
in the then-American Ambassa­ 
dor to Moscow, Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, and gave vent to one of the 
most violent tirades in the troubled 
history of Soviet-American rela­ 
tions, 
With equal violence, the 
Communist negotiators at Pan­ 
munjom have insisted on return 
of all prisoners in U. N. hands, by 
force if need be. . 
ü ■ t ■ 
HENCE WHAT LOOKS LIKE a 
.hard decision” by the Communist 
leaders is diametrically opposed to 
the hard decision of the American 
policy makers, who are supported 
by our allies. 
This conflict over 
the prisoner issue is in fact far 
more serious than the better-pub­ 
licized problem of the airfields. 
No matter what safeguards are 
provided, the Communists can al­ 
most certainly manage to repair 
the airfields in North Korea, if they 
desire to do so. The real protec­ 
tion against renewed aggression 


after a truce has been signed is 
the readiness of the this coüntry 
and its allies to treat renewed ag­ 
gression as an act of war, as indi- 
-cated 
in 
Winston 
Churchill's 
speech to the congress. And if the 
prisoner issue can be satisfactorily 
settled, a compromise of the air­ 
field question ought not to be too 
hard to find. * 


THE TROUBLE IS THAT as of 
today, the prisoner Issue does not 
look Mke being satisforily settled. 
But this means, in turn, that the 
interminable 
truce 
negotiations 
are in considerable 
danger 
of 
breaking down for good and all. 
And if this 
happens, 
full-scale 
fighting in Korea will just as in­ 
evitably begin again. 
What to do in this event is the 
second problem which the Ameri­ 
can 
policy 
makers 
have 
been 
weighing. Are we to continue with 
the limited war in Korea, as be­ 
fore? Or are we to go all out this 
time, fighting to win a decisive 
victory, and by so doing becoming 
involved in a head-on clash with 
Communist China, and taking the 
risk of war with Russia? 
The 
alternatives are unattractive, to 
put it very mildly. 


ON BALANCE, THE TREND 
seems to be towards the second 
alternative, if only because the 
policy makers are unhappily con­ 
scious that the American people 
will insist on fighting to win if 
they are required to fight at all. 
It is virtually certain that China 
will be subjected to a strict naval 
blockade if the truce talks end 
and fighting in 
Korea 
begins 
again. And it is also highly prob­ 
able that other, even stronger 
measures, such as air attacks on 
Ctflnese clntles end communica­ 
tion lines, will also be taken. 
The 
State Department 
still 
opposes 
bombing China’s 
cities, on 
the 
ground that It will gain no vic­ 
tory, and solidify China and the 
rest of Asia against us. But the 
Pentagon takes the opposite view, 
and the Pentagon’s arguments, 
plus the force of public opinion, 
seem likely to overcome the state 
department’s opposition in the end. 
It Is nightmarish that this turn 
of events should even be a re­ 
mote possibility. It is nightmar­ 
ish also to feel that the only es­ 
cape from this turn of events m at 
be literally to treat scores of thou­ 
sands of prisoners in our hands as 
human sacrifices—a course this 
nation cannot adopt with honor. 
But this la the age of the air- 
conditioned nightmare, and these 
are the choices confronting us. 


FOR THE PRESENT, we may 
hope that the Communist negotia­ 
tors will yield at last, which they 
may well do. But for the future, 
since there is no doubt of the dan­ 
ger hanging over us, President 
Truman would do well to explain 
the position to the country. Then, 
if the worst happens, it will not 
take everyone utterly by surprise.

How Do You Figure, Deduct 
Depreciation On Return?

Depreciation 
is an allowance 
taken each year to partially re­ 
cover the cost of items having m 
useful life of more than one year. 
Depreciation can be taken on 
any property used in your business 
or profession, or 
on income pro­ 
ducing property, 
even though such 
property is not, 
at present, di­ 
rectly producing 
income for you. 


U n c l e 
Sam 
docs not permit 
you 
to 
charge 
off, in any one 
year, the total 
cost of any item 
having a useful 
Wlkel 
life of more than one year. Any 
such item must be charged off 
over the period of its estimated 
useful life. 
This charge off is 
called. depreciation. 
Any item you purchase, that has 
a useful life of more than one year 
and is used in your business or 
profession, or is income producing 
property, is subject to depredation. 
Your original investment can be 


recovered tax free by means of an 
annual depreciation charge against 
Income. 


Common types of depreciable 
property are: Automobiles, used 
for business or partially for busi­ 
ness and partially for pleasure. If 
your car is used for both business 
and pleasure, say 50% business, 
then you should only charge 50% 
of its depreciation. Buildings used 
for business or income producing, 
but not land. Books and libraries, 
furniture and fixtures, machinery 
and tools, equipment, etc., all hav­ 
ing a useful life of more than one 
year and all used in your business 
or profession, or held for the pro­ 
duction of income; 


Common types of non-depreci­ 
able property: Land, including the 
costs of grading, filling, curbs, 
walks, etc., even if held for the 
production of income. Stocks and 
bonds. Personal property of every 
kind. Depreciation is not allowed 
on your personal automobile, home, 
furniture, etc., but is allowed on 
property used in your business or 
profession, or held for the produc­ 
tion of income. 


After you have determined the 
reasonable expected life of the ar­ 
ticle, then you should determine 
what the reasonable salvage value 
will be if any. The reasonable sal­ 
vage value, if any, should be de­ 
ducted from your cost and the bal­ 
ance of cost then divided by the 
anticipated life of the article This 
is one way to figure the annual 
depreciation charge.

Canadian Dollars Soon May 
Be Worth More Than Ours 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK MV-The Canadian 
dollar has climbed to parity with 
the United States dollar at the 
same time that eight other Brit­ 
ish-led nations launch a drive to 
save the shaky pound sterling. 
The financial health of Canada 
compared to others 
under 
the 
British crown or in the sterling 
area is striking enough. 
But in 
Europe many are betting that the 
Canadian dollar will climb to a 
premium over the American dollar. 


THEY CITE AS REASONS: The 
Canadian government is operating 
with a treasury surplus, and the 
American is operating with a 
treasury deficit. Canada is reduc­ 
ing her national 
debt and 
the 
United States la increasing* its 
debt. European and United States 
money is flowing into Canada for 
investment in Canadian resources, 
such as oil, hydro-electric plants 
and iron ore deposits, and to buy 
Canadian grain, newsprint and 
metals. And some of that foreign 
money is a refugee from the un- 
stability of the European economy. 


With the Canadian dollar at 
parity with ours, it means that 
Americans must pay more If* U. S. 
dollars when they buy Canada’s 
products, but since these are badly 
needed here—especially the news­ 
print, nickel and aluminum—im­ 


ports from Canada will doubtless 
stay high. 
Americans are also going to pay 
18% cents more a pound for t in - 
first fruit of the deal that Wash­ 
ington and London made whereby 
England gets steel and we get tin 
and aluminum. 


THE UNITED STATES WILL 
pay Britain 54% million dollars 
for 44% million pounds of tin at 
Singapore. 
This tin, bought by 
us in Malaya at $1.18 a pound, wiU 
be worth $1.21% a pound deliver­ 
ed in New York—the new price 
set by the sole U. S. purchasing 
agent, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp., which previously was selling 
the tin to American consumers at 
$1.03 a pound. 
The 54% million dollars Britain 
gets for its tin will help but w ont 
solve it financial difficulties by 
any means. That is made plain by 
the eight nations who are out to 
save 
the 
pound 
sterling. 
The 
eight are Australia, New Zealand, 
India, 
Pakistan, 
Ceylon, South 
Africa, Southern Rhodesia and 
England, 
In their emergency program an­ 
nounced the other day, they call 
for increased austerity—meaning 
fewer imports 
from the United 
States and other dollar areas. And 
they plan to seek loans from the 
World Bank and from the United 
States.

Realty Chief Hits, #Stalling/ 
In Suspension, Asks Bond 


SACRAMENTO,—MB—State Real 
Estate Commissioner D. D. Watson 
today recommended a “writ bond” 
for persons who delay having their 
brokers licenses suspended and re­ 
voked by stalling their way through 
courts of law. 
In. a monthly report to Gov. Earl 
Warren, Watson said it was diffi­ 
cult to suspend or revoke the license 
of a real estate broker because the 
licensee might stave off the effec­ 
tive date through lengthy court li­ 
tigation. 
“Apparently, disciplined licensees, 
who have skirted the edges of the 
law, fed it is worthwhile to retain 
high priced legal, talent,” Watson 
said, “and ‘stall’ cases along rather 
than go out of business immediately 
and. suffer the resultant loss of in­ 
come.”

With Writings

WASHINGTON—Katharine Gar­ 
rison Chapin over the years has 
been shooting poetic arrows into the 
air that continue to light on ap­ 
preciative audiences. 
Wife of Francis Biddle, the for­ 
mer attorney general, she has writ­ 
ten several books of poetry, numer­ 
ous critical works, tluee long dra­ 
matic ballads which were set to 
music and a couple of plays, all 
rather specialized in their messages. 
Each work met with a certain 
success when it was first presented 
to the public, but what surprises 
Mrs. Biddle is that she continues to 
hear good things about them and 
royalty checks keep coming in. “As 
a poet, you never know what will 
come of the things you’ve written,” 
she told me. 
Now Mrs. Biddle is receiving criti­ 
cal applause for a lopg literary 
study of the work of St. John Perse, 
a Prench poet who has been living 
in Washington since the beginning 
of World War 11. Before coming to 
this country, Mr. Perse, whose real 
name is Alexis Leger, was France’s 
under-secretary for foreign affairs.

YOUR HEALTH 
Causes Of Mental Confusion 
In Later Life May Be Varied 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
As a person grows older, there 
is a tendency toward hardening of 
the arteries. In a number of caa 
this impairs the blood supply to 
the brain and leads to mental con­ 
fusion. 
The tendency varies a great deal, 
however, from person to person 
Many reach the age of 90 with a 
minimum of damage to the blood 
vessels. Such people remain men­ 
tally keen and active, and can often 
carry on their business even at a 
very advanced age. 
LOSE INTEREST 
Mental confusion in later life 
usually includes difficulty in mem 
ory, loss of ability for abstract 
thinking and poor judgment. Some 
old people seem to lose interest in 
things 
that 
formerly 
interested 
them very much. 
Too often, when a person past the 
age of SO shows these signs of men­ 
tal confusion, it is often taken for 
granted that the condition is due 
to hardening of the arteries. Also 
blamed too frequently are high 
blood pressure, diabetes and other 
diseases affecting the blood vessels 
of the brain. 
It ls true that these are about 
the commonest causes, but several 
other conditions can lead to these 
same fallings and some are curable. 
BRAIN TISSUE INFECTION 
In certain cases, the trouble is an 
infection of the brain tissue, such 
os syphillis or tuberculosis. An in­ 
fection contracted early in life may 
not produce serious damage until 
later years. If the infection is due 
to syphillis, treatment with peni­ 
cillin will result In rapid recovery 
ir. over 80 per cent of cases. 
Brain tumor is another condition 
that may not cause mental confu­ 
sion until later in life. Many times

Often, after an Injury, hemorrhage 
develops around the tissues covering 
the brain. The person then shows 
confusion, together with other signs 
of mental impairment, which are 
actually due to the Injury. A surgi­ 
cal operation can clear up this 
trouble, If the condition is diagnosed 
early enough. 
DRUG8 AND ALCOHOL 
Alcohol used in great excess and 
certain drugs, such as bromides, 
may lead to mental disturbances. 
Many cases of confusion in old 
age are due to a degeneration of 
the brain tissues for which no cause 
can be Tound.

As a person grows older, there 
is a tendency toward hardening of 
the arteries. In a number of cases 
this impairs the blood supply to 
the brain and leads to mental con­ 
fusion. 
The tendency varies a great deal, 
however, from person to person. 
Many reach the age of 90 with a 
minimum of damage to the blood 
vessels. Such people remain men­ 
tally keen and active, and can often 
carry on their business even at a 
very advanced age. 
LOSE INTEREST 
Mental confusion in later life 
usually includes difficulty in mem­ 
ory, loss of ability for abstract 
thinking and poor judgment. Some 
, old people seem to lose interest in 
things 
that 
formerly 
interested 
them very much. 
Too often, when a person past the 
age of 50 shows these signs of men­ 
tal confusion, it is often taken for 
granted that the condition is due 
to hardening of the arteries. Also 
blamed 
too 
frequently 
are 
high 
blood pressure, diabetes and other 
diseases affecting the blood vessels 
of the brain. 
It is true that these are about 
the commonest causes, but several 
other conditions can lead to these 
same failings and some are curable. 
BRAIN TISSUE INFECTION 
In certain cases, the trouble is an 
infection of the brain tissue, such 
as syphillis or tuberculosis. An in­ 
fection contracted early in life may 
not produce serious damage until 
later years. If the infection is due 
to syphillis, treatment with peni­ 
cillin will result in rapid recovery 
ir. over 80 per cent of cases. 
Brain tumor is another condition 
that may not cause mental confu­ 
sion until later in life. Many times 


a brain abscess following a sever* 
ear infection may give mental symp­ 
toms. 
Often, after an Injury, hemorrhage 
develops around the tissues covering 
the brain. The person then shows 
confusion, together with other signs 
of mental impairment, which are 
actually due to the Injury. A surgi­ 
cal operation can clear up this 
trouble, if the condition is diagnosed 
early enough. 
DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 
Alcohol used in great excess and 
certain drugs, such as bromides, 
may lead to mental disturbances. 
Many cases of confusion in old 
age are due to a degeneration of 
the brain tissues for which no cause 
can be round.

Liberty Gardens Now Vital 
To Home Defense Program 


A national lib erty Garden cam ­ 
paign 
for 
1952 
was 
formally 
launched with government sanc­ 
tion in a statem ent by Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture Clarence 
J. McCormick, following a meeting 
of the National Garden and Food 
Preservation Committee in W ash­ 
ington, O. G, 
McCormick called on all De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture agencies 
to take all feasible steps to carry 
out a program recommended by 
the committee, which h ad met at 
the call of Secretary Charles F. 
Brannan, Civilian groups were ur­ 
ged to give full cooperation to the 
program. While total output this 
year is a t a high level, he said 
food requirem ents were so high, it 
is essential th at the nation make 
the best use of all sources o f food. 
A “BLUE PRINT” for an ex­ 
panded program in case of an all- 
out emergency was drawn up by 
the committee, and unanimously 
adopted. This calls for a wide­ 
spread organization a t national* 
state, county and community levels* 
to produce food it» gardens and 
other available land areas, as in­ 
surance against shortages, to re­ 
lieve transportation facilities, en­ 
list voluntary labor in food pro­ 
duction, and m aintain health and 
morale values. 
ON THE VOCAL LEVEL the all- 
out program provides for using all 
available means 
to arouse the 
whole population to the need for 
gardens, to teach novices how to 
make gardens, make suitable land 
available in city, town and subur­ 
ban areas, plow the land and in­ 
sure the availability of seed, plant 
food and equipment. 
The Extension service of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture will be en­ 
trusted with leadership of both 
the preparedness program, and the 
ail-out program which is to be put 
into effect without delay in the 
event of an all-out emergency. 
A 1952 LIBERTY Garden pro­ 
gram is needed, the advisory com­ 
m ittee decided: “Because a state 
of National Emergency continues 
and experience has shown that a 
garden and home food preserva­ 
tion program is essential to the 
success of any home defense pro­ 
gram .” 
The name "Liberty G arden Pro­ 
gram ” was unanimously recom-

mended by the committee and ap­ 
proved by Secretary Brannan, who 
addressed the committee, and de­ 
clared the program lo be impor­ 
tan t in the present emergency. 
“WE DO NOT ALL understand 
exactly what kind of an emergency 
this is,” he said. "Nevertheless it 
is an emergency about which we 
cannot 
be 
complacent.

must be many forms of prepara­ 
tion which are comparable to al­ 
most full wartime operations. And 
though the scope and magnitude 
and total volume of this opeiation 
may not be equal to a full wartime 
program, nevertheless I am per­

Evaluate Before 
Adding To Garden 


By ALBERT WILSON 
As I have said before and expect 
to say many times again January 
is a good time to consider making 
additions to the garden. This time 
let those additions be perm anent. 
Think, as a friend of mine has 
said, th at these new plants th at 
you are now going to bring into 
your garden are not like a rushed 
love affair but a life-long prop­ 
osition. You are going to live with 
those plants in th at garden. You 
want a place for them where they 
will be happy and you want to be 
happy with them . 
BEFORE Y O U M A K E a n y 
changes or additions, of course, 
you begin by evaluating what al­ 
ready is growing in your garden. 
Your experience has told you, cer­ 
tainly you have read it in this 
column before, and you have ob­ 
served it for yourself time and time 
again, dead trees and half dead 
plantings must give way to the 
new and the young. 
W hat about th at Ceanothus th at 
was planted for quick growth eight 
years ago, or the Arizona cypress 
all covered with pitch and half 
dead branches? They have served 
their purpose, or perhaps as in the 
case of the cypress, they have fail­ 
ed. Grub them out. Clean up the 
mess. Work over the soil and sail 
forth for your new plant. 
Do not be alarmed at gaping 
holes in the landscape pattern. 
Don’t rush to fill them immedi­ 
ately. Think it over a bit. Look at 
specimens of what you have in 
mind. Visit your neighbor’s gar­ 
den and your nurseryman. This 
time you are seeking something 
perm anent and if your choice is 
right th a t will grow to fill out the 
picture you originally visioned. 
NOW IS THE TIME for all good 
gardeners to set out NEW plants. 
The deciduous trees, for example, 
can be set out now. These are the 
ones with no leaves on them now. 
The nurserym an has them with all 
Soil washed from the roots, put 
away in sawdust bins awaiting de­ 
livery to his customers gardens. 
This "bareroot” stock is easy for 
you to manage now. Hawthorns, 
persimmon, golden chain, maples, 
the sugar maple, the Norway and 
the silver maple, all these are ready 
lor you now. Lilacs, too, are dor­ 
m ant now and come bareroot. All 
of these and hundreds more. 
But, for each and all of these 
—know your tree. How large will 
a silver maple get? Persimmons go 
down where the wind plays too 
hard. Hawthorns love lots of sun. 
Consider all the factors as you 
make your selection and place it 
in the garden. 
« 
YOU KNOW WHAT YOU want 
from "our new plant but don’t 
overlc x the im portant things th at 
some plants demand of you. Lilacs, 
are ever popular but some people 
don’t like lilacs because they get 
mildew or * because they fail to 
bloom or they bloom at the wrong 
time. The fault is not with the 
lilac but with gardener who slipped 
up when it came to selecting the 
right spot for his lilac. 
No. 1; lilacs like sun, No. 2: 
lilac roots will grow in any soil 
th a t’s well worked up, No. 3: lilacs 
like moisture in the spring and the 
early part of the summer but here 
in California prefer to be on the 
dry side in late summer and fall.

1946, unemployment of at least 
400,000 building trades wdVkers at 
on^-site construction, and tens of 
thousands more in allied industries 
and finally, will shoot up prices of 
eisting houses due to the vast hous­ 
ing shortage to follow, according 
to Atkinson. 
THE NPA ACTION actually is a 
40% cut from the industry’s pro­ 
duction of an estimated 1,090,000 
new homes in 1951 and over 50% 
reduction from the housing starts 
of 1950. It doesn't make sense that 
housing, w h i c h u s e s relatively 
much smaller percentages of crit­ 
ical metals than do other indus­ 
tries, should face the biggest cut, 
he added.

Because of the March of Dimes, 
the Marin chapter of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
has never failed to give aid to 
Marin county polio victims when 
aid was needed« according to Dr. 
Edward Campion, director ol the 


executive board of the local chap­ 
ter. Only the success of the cur* 
rent drive can assure this for the 
future. 
EVERY CENT AND MORE of 
the money raised through tne 
March of Dimes in Marin county 
since its beginning in 1938 has

gone for direct aid to those strick­ 
en by polio. 
In the first few years, the cost 
of polio was comparatively small 
in this county and no definite 
goals were set. It was truly a 
march of “DIMES", and dimes 
sufficed. Cases were relatively few 
and costs were not exhorbitant. 
Local bills were mainly for crutch­ 
es and braces for those crippled 
by the disease. The books of the 
local chapter balanced at the end 
o' each year and the treasury of 
the local chapter began to build 
up a reserve fund in the bank. 
POLIO, 
THE 
WRECKER of 
lives; Polio, the killer; Polio, the 
crippler, touched Marin lightly, but 
Marin had been attacked and in­ 
vaded. The service was expanded 
to care, due to rising costs. Finally 
goals were set for the March of 
Dimes and allocated to communi­ 
ties. County goal grew to $15,000. 
and the March of Dimes commit­ 
tee was jubilant when the goal was 
reached. 
In spite of rising costs of polio 
and everything else, the goal re­ 
mained at that figure through 
1948. It was known then that more 
was needed, because in 1946 the 
local reserve was wiped out and 
approximately $10,000 had to be 
borrowed from the National Foun­ 
dation. 
In 1947, Marin .held firm, the 
customary fifty percent was sent 
to the National Foundation for its 
emergency fund and research. The 
1948 goal was set at $15,000 in the 
hope that polio’s attack on Marin 
would relax and that the goal 
wouid meet the needs. Polio, how­ 
ever, had really moved in on Marin 
and all of California. 
EFFORTS WERE DOUBLED as 
polio continued to strike and bills 
from late cases of 1947 began to 
mount. Marin rallied to the help 
of Helen Jeun Compton, 16 year 
old honor student at Tamalis High 
school, who had been stricken in 
October, 1947 and had been fight­ 
ing for life in an iron lung ever 
since. On January 17, two days 
after the March of Dimes had 
started, the bill for Jean came in 
to the Marin Chapter. At that 
date $2,300 had been spent on 
nurses alone, for Jean plus another 
$1900 for hospital expenses. 
This case continued through the 
years on the Marin Chapter’s books 
and exceeded $23,000 before it was 
transfered to the books of the Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis for direct aid from the 
emergency fund. 


Mrs. Pinske w as given a rocking bed by the 
National Foundation. 
This allows her to 
leave the iron lung, shown on opposite 


page, for an hour-and-a-half a day for 
relief and bathing, and although it is tiring, 
Mrs. Pinske says she enjoys the change. 
Marin Dimes And Dollars Plus 
Grit Heal Marin Polio Victims 


Money collected in the March of 
Dimes in Marin is spent for di­ 
rect aid to the polio victims of 
the county. Every victim in the 
county knows this and is eternally 
grateful to those who Join the 
march. 
At present there are sixty-two 
Marin citizens receiving direct aid. 
Seme have received aid for years, 
twenty-two are new cases who 
were stricken in 1951. All are 
working as best they can to aid

IN 1951, THE NET from the 
March of Dimes was $20,124, the 
Local Chapter sent $10,062 to the 
National Foundation, retained the 
other half and borrowed back $10,- 
200 by November, all of which was 
expended for aid and care im­ 
mediately. Unpaid bills for care 
on January first were $11,125. 
Thus, Marin starts 1952 with a 
deficit and the cost goes on. 
By January 1, Marin had bor­ 


rowed $70,375 from the National 
Foundation which has not been 
repaid, more than the total con­ 
tributions from Marin. We have 
not contributed one cent to re­ 
search or to aid others through all 
the years, In view of this, but have 
borrowed from the March of Dimes 
of other areas. AH has gone for 
direct aid. The National Emer­ 
gency Fund Is now wiped out by 
the nation’s epidemic years.

Their families 
are helping. 
NOT EVERYBODY KNOWS of 
this aid or what is accomplished 
by the dimes they give. While di­ 
rect aid is vital, polio can be beat­ 
en only through research. Theo­ 
retically, Marin has been con­ 
tributing half of the money col­ 
lected in the county for research 
and for the national emergency 
fund which is used to aid any dis­ 
aster community, but Marin has 
borrowed back more each year for 
years than it has sent in to the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. Both Marin’s and the 
National Foundation’s funds have 
been depleted. We are faced with 
a crisis. 
Many ask who these people are 
who receive direct aid. A few pave 
been interviewed. 
MRS. MARY FINSKE, who lives 
on Bolinas road in Ross is one of 
these. She is the wife of Technical 
Sergeant James Pinske of Hamil­ 
ton Air force base, and the mother 
of almost six year old Michael 
Pinske. 
In the spring of 1948, both Mrs. 
Pinske and Michael were stricken, 
and while Michael recovered soon 
from his lighter case, his mother 
has lived in an iron lung ever 
since. She was hospitalized until 
recently, when the National Foun­ 
dation sent her an iron lung which 
permitted her to return to her 
home in Marin and to her hus­ 
band and son. Michael, small 
though he is helps his mother with 
joy and pride. 
Recently the National Founda­ 
tion sent Mary Pinske one of the 
extremely few rocking beds, the 
most recent device in aiding polio. 
The bed allows her to leuve the 
respirator lor an hour and a hall 
a day. She says it is very tiring 
but she enjoys the change. It is 
an aid in bathing her as well as 
therapeutic. 
Those 
who 
have 
visited her, greatly admire her lor 
her courage and sweetness. 
Mrs. Pinske said, “No one who 
has not known polio can ever fully 
appreciate what is done for the 
individual through the March of 
Dimes. The National Foundation 
gives everything it can and asks 
for nothing in return.** 
ROBIN BAROSBI, 13 years old, 
the son of Mr, and Mis. Victor 
Barossi, was in the eighth grade 
at St. Anselm’s when he was 
stricken with polio late in Sep­ 
tember 1951. He was sent from his 
home in San Anselmo to Child­ 
ren's hospital in Ban Francisco on 


September 26. He was very sick 
and it was a question whether he 
would live or die. In his case the 
disease lilt the whole body but was 
not centralized in one locale. He 
was given four transfusions in the 
effort to conquer the disease. He 
is well on the way to com* .ae re­ 
covery . He is lucky, he says. He 
knows. 
While In the hospital his atti­ 
tude was fine; he was cheerful« 
and 
w r.h used to cheer down­ 
hearted patients. His father, who 
works for the Bank of Amti*ca in 
Fairfax, carried group insurance 
but that could not pay the coet 
and was soon wiped out. 
Hospitalization now costs $800 a 
month at a minimum and the coet 
is rising. Mrs. Barossi said, “There 
Is nothing we wouldn’t do for the 
March of Dimes. What it is doing 
for us and other polio victims can’t 
be put into words, there just aren’t 
the words.** 
Robin came home on December 
6. He is learning to use his 
muscles again. He can walk but 
relies on crutches. A corset is used 
to support his back. He is study­ 
ing so that he can graduate with 
his class in June. He is recovering 
rapidly and will have no lasting 
effects. 
GERALD LOCKHART was hos­ 
pitalized on October 5 after polio 
claimed him as a victim. He Is 
five-and-a-half 
years 
old, 
and 
lives on his father’s dairy in In­ 
verness. His case was simillar to 
Robin’s. 
He, 
too, almost died, 
fought his way back and had four 
transfusions. He returned to his 
home on November 24, in time 
for Thanksgiving. He has almost 
recovered but his back and legs 
are still a little weak. He 1$ a 
happy bright-eyed boy and active. 
He strengthens his muscles on his 
tricycle, and is awaiting the ar­ 
rival of a punching bag to de­ 
velop his back and chest. He is 
receiving regular exercises and is 
under inspection. James Lockhart, 
his father, said that they received 
direct aid from the Marin chap­ 
ter from the start. He attributed 
Gerald’s quick recovery to the re­ 
search which has been done by 
the National Foundation for the 
March of Dimes. The Lockharts 
all endorse the March of Dimes. 
Mrs, Lockhart said that Gerald 
has been contriguting regularly to 
the March of Dimes because a little 
friend of his had died from polio 
and he wanted to do something in 
his memory. “He didn’t know,’* she

In the first few years, the cost 
oí polio was comparatively small 
in this county and no definite 
goals were set. It was truly a 
march of “DIMES”, and dimes 
sufficed. Cases were relatively few 
and costs were not exhorbitant. 
Local bills were mainly for crutch­ 
es and braces for those crippled 
by the disease. The books of the 
local chapter balanced at the end 
of each year and the treasury of 
the local chapter began to build 
ap a reserve fund in the bank. 
FOLIO, 
THE 
WRECKER 
of 
lives; Polio, the killer; Polio, the 
crippler, touched Marin lightly, but 
M arin had been attacked and in­ 
vaded. The service was expanded 
to care, due to' rising costs. Finally 
goals were set for the March of 
Dimes and allocated to' 'Communi­ 
ties. 'County goal grew to $15,000, 
and the March of Dimes commit­ 
tee was jubilant when the goal was 
reached. 
In spite of rising costs of polio 
and everything else, the goal re­ 
mained at that figure through 
1948. It was known then that more 
was needed, because in 1946 the 
local reserve was wiped out and 
approximately $10,000 had to be 
borrowed from the National Foun­ 
dation. 
In 1947, M arin held firm, the 
customary fifty percent was sent 
to the National Foundation for its 
emergency fund and research. The 
1948 goal was set at $15,000 in the 
hope th at polio's attack on M arin 
would relax and th at the goal 
would meet the needs. Polio, how­ 
ever, had really moved in on Marin 
and all of California. 
EFFORTS WERE DOI RLED as 
polio continued to strike and bills 
from late cases of 1947 began to 
mount. M arin rallied to the help 
of Helen Jean Compton, 16 year 
old honor student at Tamalis High 
school, who had been stricken in 
October, 1947 and had been fight­ 
ing for life in an iron lung ever 
since. On. January 17, two days 
after 'the March of Dimes had 
started, the Mil for Jean came in 
to the Marin Chapter. At th at 
date $2,300 had been spent on 
nurses alone, for Jean plus another 
$1900 for hospital expenses. 
This case continued through the 
years on the Marin Chapter’s books 
and exceeded $23,000 before it was 
transfered to the books of the Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis for direct aid from the 
emergency fund.

IN 1951, THE NET from the 
March of Dim.es was $20,1.24, the 
Local. Chapter sent $10,062 to the 
National Foundation, retained the 
other half and borrowed back $10,- 
200 by November, all of which was 
expended for aid and care im­ 
mediately. Unpaid bills for care 
on January 
first were $11,125. 
Thus, Marin starts 1952 with a 
deficit and the cost goes on. 
By January 1, Marin had bor­ 


rowed $70,375 from the Nati.on.al. 
F'otindation which, has not 'been 
repaid, more than the total con­ 
tributions from M arin. We have 
not contributed one cent to re­ 
search or to aid others through all 
the years, in view of this, but have 
borrowed from the March of Dimes 
of other areas. All has gone for 
direct aid. The National Emer­ 
gency Fund is now wiped out by 
the nation’s epidemic years.

NOT EVERYBODY KNOWS of 
this aid or what is accomplished 
by the dimes they give. While di­ 
rect aid. is. vital, polio can be beat­ 
en only through research. Theo­ 
retically, M arin has 'been, con­ 
tributing half of the money col­ 
lected in the county for research 
and for the national emergency 
fund which is used to aid any dis­ 
aster community, but Marin has 
borrowed back more each year for 
years than it has sent in to the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. Both Marin's and the 
National Foundation's funds have 
been depleted. We are faced with 
a crisis. 
Many ask who these people are 
who receive direct aid. A few have 
been interviewed. 
MRS. MARY PINSKE, who Uves 
on Bolinas road in Ross .Is. one of 
these. She is the wile of Technical 
Sergeant James Pinske of Hamil­ 
ton Air force base, and the mother 
of almost six year old Michael 
Pinske. 
In the spring of 1948, both Mrs. 
Pinske and Michael were stricken, 
and while Michael recovered soon 
from his lighter case, his mother 
has lived in an iron lung ever 
since. She was hospitalized until 
recently, when the National Foun­ 
dation sent her an iron lung which 
permitted her to return to her ■ 
home .in. M arin and to her hus­ 
band. 
.and. 
son. 
Michael, small 
though he is helps his mother with 
joy 'and pride. 
Recently the National .Founda­ 
tion sent Mary Pinske one of the 
extremely few rocking beds, the 
most recent device in aiding polio. 
The bed allows her to leave the 
respirator for an hour and a half 
a day. She says it is very tiring 
but she enjoys the change. It is 
an aid in bathing her as well as 
therapeutic. 
Those 
who 
have 
visited her, greatly admire her for 
her courage and sweetness. 
Mrs. Pinske said, “No one who 
has not known polio can ever fully 
appreciate w hat is done for the 
individual through, the March of 
Dim.es. 'The National Foundation 
gives everything it can. and asks 
for nothing in 16111™.’’ 
ROBIN BAROSSI, 13 years old. 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Victor 
Barossi, was in the eighth grade 
at St. Anselm’s when he was 
stricken with polio late in Sep­ 
tember 1951. He was sent from his 
home in San Anselmo to Child­ 
rens hospital In San Francisco on 


September 26. He was very sick 
and it was a question whether he 
would live or die. In his case the 
disease hit the whole body but was 
not centralized in one locale. He 
was given four transfusions in the 
effort to' conquer the disease. He 
is well on the way to' coi*,|...-wte re-' 
eovery. He 1» lucky, he says. He 
knows. 
While in the hospital his atti­ 
tude was line; he was cheerful, 
and was used to cheer down­ 
hearted patients. His father, who 
works for the Bank of Ameitca in 
Fairfax, carried group insurance 
but that could not pay the cost 
and was soon wiped out. 
Hospitalization now costs $600 a 
month at a minimum and the cost 
is rising. Mrs. Barossi said, “There 
is nothing we wouldn’t do for the 
March of Dimes. What it is doing 
for us and other polio victims can’t 
be put into words, there just aren’t 
the words.” 
Robin came home on December 
6. He 
is learning 
to use 
his 
muscles again. He can walk but 
relies on crutches. A corset is used 
to support his back. He is study­ 
ing so that he can graduate with 
his class in June. He is recovering 
rapidly and will have no lasting 
effects. 
GERALD LOCKHART was hos­ 
pitalized on October 5 after polio 
claimed him as a victim. He is 
five-.and-a-h,all 
years 
old, 
and 
lives on his father’s dairy in In ­ 
verness. His case was simlltar to' 
Robin’s. 
He, 
'too, 
almost 
died, 
fought his way back and had four 
transfusions. He returned to his 
home on November 24, in time 
for Thanksgiving. He has almost 
recovered but his back and legs 
are still a little weak. He is a 
happy bright-eyed boy and active. 
He strengthens his muscles on his 
tricycle, and is awaiting the ar­ 
rival of a punching bag to de­ 
velop his back and chest. He is 
receiving regular exercises and is 
under inspection. James Lockhart, 
his father, said that they received 
direct aid from the Marin, chap­ 
ter from, the start. He attributed. 
Gerald’s quick recovery to the re­ 
search which has been done by 
the National Foundation for the 
M arch of Dimes. The Lockharts 
ail endorse the March of Dimes. 
Mrs. Lockhart said that Gerald 
has been contriguting regularly to 
the March of Dimes because a little 
friend of his had died from polio 
and be wanted to do something in 
his memory.

Tiburon resident of modest bearing 
and many accomplishments, will 
soon become known to millions of 
Oriental and European peoples. 
The U. S. State department is 
in the process of publishing low 
priced copies of Jade Snow \^ong’s 
best-selling autobiography “Fifth 
Chinese D aughter” for oversea* 
distribution. Soon the young cera- 
mist’s story of life in San F ran­ 
cisco’s Chinatown will make its 
appearance 
in 
Arabic, 
Bengali, 
Burmese, Chinese, Dutch, Finnish, 
Greek, Indonesian, Korean, Iran ­ 
ian, Hindu, M alayan, Italian, Por­ 
tuguese, Turkish, Vietnamese and 
vaiious Indian languages including 
Pushtu, Urdu, G ujarati, M arathi 
and Tamil. 
THE SUBJECT and object of all 
these millions of words just isn’t 
excited about it. 
Mrs. Woodrow 
Ong in private life, she says she 
“always takes a detached view of 
something after it’s done. My in­ 
terest is in getting it done." 
Right now her interest is con­ 
centrated on a one-m an ceramics 
show which opens at the Chicago 
Art Institute February 1 and tra­ 
vels to the Detroit Institute of Art, 
the Kansas City Art Institute, and 
Portland Museum of Art. 
WITH A ONE-MAN ceramics 
show a fairly unsual exhibit for a 
museum to sponsor, she has been 
working hard to make it a suc­ 
cess. For the last few weeks Jade 
Snow Wong has been occupied at 
her new San Francisco shop with 
making about 30 pieces of pottery 
and enamel objects like teapots, 
casseroles and pitchers, all design­ 
ed to show that “fine art in pot­ 
tery can be brought into everyday 
use in American homes.” 
Although the pieces are modem, 
they are Oriental in inspiration, 
according to the artist. It so hap­ 
pens th at they will be forced to 
“either stand or fall compared to 
their predecessors” 
because 
the 
Chicago show will be located in the 
Institute’s Oriental Gallery. 
Examples of her work are al­ 
ready in the permanent collec­ 
tions of the Metropolitan Museum 
of New York, Detroit Institute of 
Art and the International Cera­ 
mic Museum at Faenza, Italy. 
It’s quite a record for a young 
woman under thirty who did not 
start her ceramic work seriously 
until after the war. 
HER INTEREST in the field be­ 
gan when she was a scholarship 
student at Mills College on whose 
alumni association Board of Gov­ 
ernors she later served for four 
years. 
With the outbreak of war leav­ 
ing no time for artistic pursuits, 
“Fifth Daughter,” as she was call­ 
ed by her family, went to work as 
a secretary to the superintendent 
of training at M arinship. 
LARGE PART of her time was

Later when a San 
Francisco newspaper ran a con­ 
test on the same subject, Jade 
Snow Wong won first prize, much 
to the surprise and delight of her 
family and friends.

“William A. Jones.” 
W ith “Fifth Daughter” breaking 
so many of the traditional con­ 
servative customs established by 
centuries for Chinese women, the 
family bore up stoically when she 
opened a ceramic shop in China­ 
town and went to work with a pot­ 
ter’s wheel in the window to dem­ 
onstrate the art. 
At the same time a representa­ 
tive of Harper’s publishing com­ 
pany asked her to write a book 
about her life in Chinatown, The 
story 
was

success, 
story was a an instant success. 
The 
Christian 
Herald 
Family 
Bookshelf chose it as a book of 
the month. Calvalcode of America 
did a broadcast on it, she tran s­ 
cribed a program in English and 
Chinese for Voice of America, U. 
S. occupation forces in Germany 
voted it among the top three books 
in popularity, Saturday Review 
of Literature named it one of the 
best liked books and Library of 
Congress t r a n s c r i b e d it into 


Braille.

she received in scores of letters 
pl^ftsed the young Chinese-Ameri- 
can girl the most. 
She recalled 
th at th# letters from people of 
different national origins would 
say how interested they were to 
read about different mores and 
folkways and how surprised they 
were to find them similar to their 
own at the same time. 
A hard worker ever since she 
was a little girl, the double strain 
of writing the book and m an­ 
aging and living above the shop 
recently resulted in a decision to 
have a separate life away from 
work. 
She and her husband, a jewelry 
designer who is a veteran of three 
years service in the CBI theater 
of war, began to look for a less 
cramped and crowded place to live. 
Then a “shocking and incredible 
thing” happened to Jade Snow 
Wong who had always been ac­ 
cepted at her own worth as an 
individual; who had been proud 
when people visited Chinatown 
from all over the country and said 
“how m uch they loved and were 
fascinated by the Chinese people.” 
After searching unsuccessfully 
for a place to live in San F ran­ 
cisco and Mill Valley, they became 
aware of “bow difficult the hous­ 
ing problem is for an Oriental.” 
Their spirits 
revived 
however 
when they found an attractive 
appartm ent in Tiburon overlooking 
Angel Island and a landlady will­ 
ing to rent to them even though 
she didn't know who they were 
or what they did. 
Seated in her large living room 
with its beautiful view, the cera­ 
m ist said, “You can’t imagine w hat 
a change this Is. 
We don’t have 
fresh air in Chinatown, we don’t 
have sunshine, there is no heat 
or, space.”

CAMERA NEWS 
Old 
Stereoptica 
Brought Up-To-Date 


By IRVING DESFOR 
Stereo pictures have added a 
visual third dimension—depth—to 
photography’s normal two dimen­ 
sions. It is a unique branch of 
photography, symbolizing at once 
both a modern and an ancient 
view of the art. It recalls a Vic­ 
torian era when looking at sterc- 
opticans was the popular parlor 
pastime. Yet today it is the field 
of the future, with a widely grow­ 
ing army of fans and new uses in 
am ateur, 
commercial, 
scientific, 
medical and war photography. 
THE ILLUSION of depth is a 
sensation created in our brains by 
the fusion of two separate images. 
Visually, the two Images come 
from our eyes, which are normally 
2% inches apart. Photographioally, 
a stereo cam era produces the two 
images by lenses which are also 
2% inches apart. The two coupled, 
m atched lenses are triggered by 
the one push button to make their 


almost identical pictures except for 
their different viewpoints. When 
viewed optically, these pictures, 
too, are fused by the brain to 
create 
one 
three - dimensional 
photo. 
The very nature of stereo is its 
greatest limitation . . . it must be 
viewed by a special optical sys­ 
tem. This can be a fairly simple 
hand viewer or by stereo projec­ 
tion with special Polaroid glasses. 
Without optical aid, the pictures 
are but individual, two-dimension­ 
al photos, too small for ordinary 
viewing. It also means that stereo 
pictures must be mounted with 
great precision in slide pairs or 
depth perception will be difficult* 


THE ADVENT OF 35 mm color 
film brought a spurt In the stereo 
field. Stereo pictures in color made 
an immediate hit while technically 
it is no more difflcut than taking 
regular pictures with a regular 
camera.

T he Altoona P ass garrison, a c ­ 
cording to th e evangelist’s story, 
was surrounded by six thousand 
C onfederate soldiers com m anded 
by G eneral F rench who called 
upon its 1,500 defenders, led by 
G eneral Corse, to surrender. W hen 
Corse refused, there was a sharp 
b attle and as th e fighting p ro ­ 
ceeded the chances of th e besieged 
appeared m ore and m ore hopeless. 
T hen, one of th e defending officers 
spied a w hite signal flag waving 
across th e m iles from K enesaw 
M ountain. It« message was: “Hold 
th e fort; I am com ing. W. T . 
Sherm an". T hree hours later, the 
defenders- still holding on dogged­ 
ly—were rescued.

"F ilth Chinese D aughter,” a new 
Tiburón resident of m odest bearing 
and m any accom plishm ents, will 
soon become known to m illions of 
O riental and European peoples. 
The U. S. S tate departm ent is 
in the process of publishing low 
priced copies of Jade Snow \^ong's 
best-selling autobiography “F ifth 
Chinese D aughter” for overseas 
distribution. Soon the young cera­ 
m ist’s story of life in San F ran ­ 
cisco’s C hinatow n will m ake its 
appearance 
in 
Arabic, 
Bengali, 
Burmese, Chinese, D utch, Finnish, 
Greek, Indonesian, K orean, Ira n ­ 
ian, H indu, M alayan, Italian, Por­ 
tuguese, T urkish, Vietnam ese and 
vaiious Indian languages including 
Pushtu, U rdu, G ujarati, M arathi 
and Tam il. 
THE SU BJECT and object of all 
these m illions of words just isn’t 
excited about It. 
Mrs. Woodrow 
Ong in private life, she says she 
“always takes a detached view of 
som ething after it’s done. My in­ 
terest is in getting it done.” 
R ight now her interest is con­ 
centrated on a one-m an ceramics 
show which opens a t the Chicago 
Art In stitu te February 1 and tra ­ 
vels to the D etroit In stitu te of Art, 
the K ansas City A rt Institute, and 
Portland M useum of Art. 
W ITH A ONE-MAN ceram ics 
show a fairly unsual exhibit for a 
museum to sponsor, she has been 
working h ard to m ake it & suc­ 
cess. For the last few weeks Jade 
Snow Wong has been occupied at 
her new San Francisco shop w ith 
m aking about 30 pieces of pottery 
and enam el objects like teapots, 
casseroles and pitchers, all design­ 
ed to show th a t “fine a rt in pot­ 
tery can be brought into everyday 
use in Am erican homes.” 
A lthough the pieces are modern, 
they are O riental in inspiration, 
according to the artist. It so h ap ­ 
pens th a t they will be forced to 
“either stand or fall com pared to 
their predecessors” 
because 
the 
Chicago show will be located in the 
in stitu te’s O riental G allery. 
Exam ples of her work are al­ 
ready in th e perm anent collec­ 
tions of the M etropolitan Museum 
of New York, D etroit Institute of 
A rt and the In tern atio n al C era­ 
mic Museum at Faenza, Italy. 
I t’s quite a record for a young 
woman under th irty who did not 
sta rt her ceram ic work seriously 
until after the war. 
HER IN TEREST in the field be­ 
gan when she was a scholarship 
student a t Mills College on whose 
alum ni association Board of Gov­ 
ernors she later served for four 
years. 
W ith the outbreak of war leav­ 
ing no tim e for artistic pursuits, 
“F ifth D aughter,” as she was call­ 
ed by her fam ily, went to work as 
a secretary to th e superintendent 
of training a t M arinship. 
LARGE PART of her tim e was

L ater when a 
San 
Francisco newspaper ran a con­ 
test on the same subject, Jade 
Snow Wong won first prize, m uch 
to the surprise and delight of her 
fam ily and friends.

particularly proud as they watched 
her christen the new Liberty ship 
“W illiam A. Jones.” 
W ith “F ifth D aughter” breaking 
so m any of the traditional con­ 
servative custom s established by 
centuries for Chinese women, the 
fam ily bore up stoically when she 
opened a ceramic shop in C hina­ 
town and went to work with a pot­ 
te r’s wheel in the window to dem­ 
onstrate the art. 
At the same tim e a representa­ 
tive of H arper’s publishing com­ 
pany asked her to write a book 
about her life in Chinatown. The 
story 
was 
an 
instant 
success, 
story was a an instant success. 
T he 
C hristian 
Herald 
Fam ily 
Bookshelf chose it as a book of 
the m onth. Calvalcade of America 
did a broadcast on it, she tran s­ 
cribed a program in English and 
Chinese for Voice of America, U. 
S. occupation forces in G erm any 
voted it among the top three books 
in popularity, Saturday Review 
of L iterature nam ed it one of the 
best liked books and Library of 
Congress t r a n s c r i b e d it into 


Braille.

she received in scores of letters 
p is s e d the young Chinese-A m eri­ 
can girl the most. 
She recalled 
th a t th é letters from people of 
different national origins would 
say how interested they were to 
read about different mores and 
folkways and how surprised they 
were to find them sim ilar to their 
own a t the same time. 
A h ard worker ever since she 
was a little girl, the double strain 
of w riting the book and m an­ 
aging and living above the shop 
recently resulted in a decision to 
have a separate life away from 
work. 
She and her husband, a jewelry 
designer who is a veteran of three 
years service in the CBI theater 
of war, began to look for a less 
cram ped and crowded place to live. 
Then a “shocking and incredible 
thing” happened to Jade Snow 
Wong who had always been ac­ 
cepted a t her own worth as an 
individual; who had been proud 
when people visited Chinatow n 
from all over the country and said 
“how m uch they loved and were 
fascinated by the Chinese people.” 
A fter searching unsuccessfully 
for a place to live in San F ra n ­ 
cisco and. Mill Valley, they became 
aw are of “bow difficult the hous­ 
ing problem is for an O riental.” 
T heir spirits 
revived 
however 
when they found an attractive 
appartm ent in Tiburón overlooking 
Angel Island and a landlady will­ 
ing to ren t to them even though 
she didn’t know who they were 
or w hat they did. 
•Seated in her large living room, 
w ith its beautiful view, th e cera­ 
m ist said, “You can’t im agine w hat 
a change this is. 
We don’t have 
fresh air in Chinatow n, we don’t 
have sunshine, there is no heat 
o r space.” 
“Even my parents were ohanged 
people when they visited us.

Old Stereopticans 
Brought Up-To-Date 


By IRVING DESFOR 
Stereo pictures have added a 
visual th ird dim ension—depth—to 
photography’s norm al two dim en­ 
sions. I t is a unique branch of 
photography, symbolizing a t once 
both a m odern and an ancient 
view of th e art. I t recalls a Vic­ 
torian era when looking a t stere­ 
opticans was the popular parlor 
pastim e. Yet today it is the field 
of th e future, with a widely grow­ 
ing arm y of fans and new uses in 
am ateur; 
commercial, 
scientific, 
m edical and war photography. 
THE ILLUSION of depth is a 
sensation created in our brains by 
the fusion of two separate images. 
Visually, the two images come 
from our eyes, which are norm ally 
2% inches apart. Photographically, 
a stereo cam era produces the two 
im ages by lenses which are also 
2% inches apart. The two coupled, 
m atched lenses are triggered by 
the one push button to make their

W ithout optical, aid, the pictures 
are but individual, tw o-dim ension­ 
al photos, too small for ordinary 
viewing. I t also means th a t stereo 
pictures must be mounted with 
great precision in slide pairs or 
depth perception will be difficult. 


THE ADVENT OF 35 mm color 
film brought a spurt In the stereo 
field. Stereo pictures In color made 
an im m ediate hit while technically 
it is no more difflcut th an taking 
regular pictures with a regular 
camera.

Catholic Church 
In New Jersey Has 
Air Conditioning 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N J. ftJ.P>— 
The pastor of a Catholic church 
here asked himself one day : “If 
the movies can have air condi­ 
tioning, why can't we?” 
The Rev. John C. Body could 
find no objections and, as a result, 
46-year-old St. Ladislaus Church 
became the first in the east to in­ 
stall year-round air conditioning 
for the benefit of parishioners. 
At that point, Don F. Mondi, 
whose firm installed the Servel 
“all year” equipment in St. Ladis­ 
laos, was inspired to do some mis­ 
sionary work of his odm. Mondi 
has set his goal on having New 
Brunswick known as the “City of 
Air-Conditioned Churches.” 
Already the St. Ladislaus instal­ 
lation has been followed by a sim­ 
ilar program in the Episcopal 
Church of St. John the Evangelist. 
More of the city's churc? es are 
considering the year-round equip- 
maul., 
“There's good reason for air con­ 
ditioning in churches," Father 
Body said. “Our church is full at 
all five masses on Sunday, but 
sometimes in the past it has been 
uncomfortably cold in the winter 
and so warm in the summer as to 
cause women to faint.1* 


ringing with the choruses of his. 
gospel hymns. “Hold The Fort!" 
was one of his greatest successes. 
He was inspired to write it one 
day in 1870 while listening to an 
evangelist’s description of how the 
message, “Hold the fort”, was 
signaled to a besieged garrison of 
Union soldiers at Altoona Pass, 
during General Sherm an's Civil 
War march through Georgia, and 
of how the little band of defend­ 
ers, heartened by the message, 
held their fortress until relieved. 
The Altoona Pass garrison, ac­ 
cording to the evangelist’s story, 
was surrounded by six thousand 
Confederate soldiers commanded 
by General French who called 
upon its 1,500 defenders, led by 
General Corse, to surrender. When 
Corse refused, there was a sharp 
battle and as the fighting pro­ 
ceeded the chances of the besieged 
appeared more and more hopeless. 
Then, one of the defending officers 
spied a white signal flag waving 
across the miles from Kenesaw 
Mountain. Its message was: “Hold 
the fort; I am coming. W. T. 
Sherman”. Three hours later, the 
defenders—still holding on dogged­ 
ly—were rescued. 
Philip Bliss heard that story in 
a Sunday School meeting in Rock­ 
ford, 111. Almost at once it sug­ 
gested to him the Bible passage in 
Revelation 2:25: “That which ye 
have hold fast till I come”, and 
he wrote the hymn which, for 
many years, was associated with 
his name on both sides of the At­ 
lantic. It became so popular in­ 
deed, that when he died and a 
monument was erected to his

highways and byways of California 
this summer don’t be surprised if 
you should see a station wagon 
and an alert young man sur­ 
rounded by children or grown-up 
farm workers as he conducts school 
classes, referees a volley ball game, 
shows a motion picture, or con­ 
ducts an old-fashioned songest. 
The chances are it will be Doug­ 
las Still pursuing his seasonal job 
of bringing educational, recrea­ 
tional and spiritual guidance to 
the many migratory farm workers 
and their children who harvest 
California's crops each season. 
This is not an isolated unit, ex­ 
plains the Rev.. Paul W arnshuis of 
Los Angeles, chairm an of the Na­ 
tional M igrant committee, but one 
of ten that will cover 25 states 
conducting school classes, organiz­ 
ing recreational activities, leading 
church services, or acting as coun­ 
sel to the 2,500,000 migratory work­ 
ers who harvest America s crops 
each year.

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Bogart Changes Type 
HOLLYWOOD—There's a ‘ new” 
Humphrey Bogart in “The African 
Queen"—earthy, jaunty, enorm ­ 
ously agreeable—and it’s Bogey’s 
best movie in yeais. Though 
teamed with talented Katherine 
Hepburn, Bogey walks off with 
most of the film tucked neatly in 
the pocket of his dirty dungarees. 
This is a comedy thriller set in 
Africa (where much of it actually 
was filmed) during World W ar I. 
German soldiers burn a village, 
driving its missionary, well-played 
by Robert Mor ley, to insanity and 
death. 
A salty, hard-drinking adven­ 
turer (Bogart* rescues the m is­ 
sionary’s prim sister (Miss Hep­ 
burn) in his rickety old steam 
launch. Goaded by her, Bogey 
agrees to try to reach an inland 
lake to blow up a German vessel. 
Enroute there are rapids, water­ 
falls, reed-choked passageways, 
leeches, a balky engine, and fi­ 
nally—love for the unlikely pair. 
It’s an entertaining, exciting, 
amusing film adapted from C. S. 
Forester's novel and directed by 
John Huston. Even the overly dra­ 
matic finish is thoroughly satis­ 
factory. The mostly unshaven Bo­ 
gart—chuckling, leering, but be­ 
having himseli in the company of 
the spinster—shows he can play 
something besides Bogart. The pic­ 
ture even manages at one point 
to have fun with his tea-tim e 
stomach rumbles and remain in 
good taste.

Architect Bolles, knowing Mrs. Daniels' love of tradition, 
designed the modern stairwell shown above based on the 
old fashioned staircase with its balustrade ending with a 
newel post so that someday her daughters could toss their 
bridal 
bouquets from the steps to waiting bridesmaids 
below. Stairhall sidewalls are of redwood, sam e as ex­ 
terior, carrying out the welcoming feelings. Ceiling carries 
sam e color treatment. In order to stop glare from w indow 
the wall is light color. Bolles never puts dark material 
against a window because it heightens glare. 
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Visitors don't have to figure out where the 
entrance is when calling on Dr., and Mrs. 
Albert C. Daniels and their three daughters. 
The large welcoming window leads guests 
to the door and reveals the beautiful two- 
level interior at a glance. When entering 
the door at the lower level visitors have the 
feeling of having arrived at the living level 


on the second floor. Both day and night the 
entrance gives a sense of reception. Built on 
a knoll on Allen avenue, Ross, the home 
w as designed by John Bolles, well-known
